This 
year's winners come from 369 different colleges and universities 
in the United States and Canada and all give promise of becoming 
college teachers, according to the foundation. 

With this year's winners, the total number of Wilson Fellow¬ 
ships given since the program's inception exceeds 14,000. The 
program has been supported since 1958 by $52 million in grants from 
the Ford Foundation. 
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Winners will receive one academic year of graduate education 
(with tuition and fees paid by the Foundation), a living stipend 
of $2,000 and allowances for dependent children. In addition, 
the foundation will award a supplementary grant to the graduate 
school where each Fellow chooses to enroll—to be used for the 
most part for fellowships to advance graduate students. 
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G. W. U. RECEIVES GRANT FOR 
REHABILITATION COUNSELING PROGRAM 

The George Washington University has received a grant from the 
Vocational Rehabilitation Administration, the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare, for graduate students in 
the Rehabilitation Counselor Education program, under the direction 
of Dr. Daniel Sinick, Professor of Education at George Washington. 

Full-time students seeking Master's degrees in Rehabilitation 
Counseling are usually eligible for stipends of $1800 for the first 
academic year of nine months and $2000 for the second year, in 
addition to tuition and registration fees. 

The two year program is designed to equip each student with 
the requisite knowledge and skills, through a combination of 
selected coursework and fieldwork, to prepare him for immediate 
employment as a rehabilitation counselor. 

Practical experience in rehabilitation service agencies in the 
Washington area will accompany coursework from the start and field¬ 
work will increase during the second year of the program as part 
of the student's preparation for a career in rehabilitation 
counseling. -more- 
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Coursework in the program will include a series of seminars 
to integrate the varied experiences of students. The inter¬ 
disciplinary curriculum will include professional instruction 
in the areas of medicine, psychology and sociology. Course 
content will include instruction in individual and group counseling, 
use of community resources, career development, psycho-social 
aspects of disability, and research in rehabilitation. "The 
research emphasis and experience, through coursework and fieldwork, 
will help to prepare rehabilitation counselors toward modification, 
innovation, and ultimate improvement of services to rehabilitation 
clients," according to Dr. Sinick, director of the program. 

Dr. Sinick, born in New York City, is a graduate of the City 
College of New York, and completed his Doctoral thesis at New York 
University in 1955. He has published many books and articles in 
the fields of psychology, guidance, and rehabilitation, and has 
had varied teaching experience at New York University, San 
Francisco State College, the University of Santa Clara and the 
University of Denver. 

A Bachelor's degree from an accredited institution and a 
strong interest in working with disabled persons are necessary 
for admission to the program. Evaluation of personality traits, 
past academic background, and work experience will be factors 
considered in judging the applicant's promise of success in 
rehabilitation counseling.

Edward J. Logue, administrator of the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, will lecture at The George Washington University on 
Wed., March 29, 1967, on the subject, "Let's Make Rebuilding 
Cities Simple" at 8:30 p.m. in the university's Lisner Auditorium, 
The lecture, which is open to the public without charge, is co¬ 
sponsored by the university's General Alumni Association and the 
GWU American Thought and Civilization Program.

"Protest" with original music by Evelyn Lohoefer, will be done 
in three parts: 'Confrontation'; 'Constant'; and 'Silent'. "Protest" 
has been choreographed by Carol Surman, a graduate student in dance 
at George Washington. She describes 'Confrontation' as the portrayal 
in dance of the vivid, verbal protests of youth against the 
established institutions and entrenched attitudes of society. 
'Constant' is danced by eight dancers under a large shroud, a sort 
of universal veil, which covers them so that only heads and arms 
are seen. This portion attempts to show the conflict between the 
dancers' effort to escape their misery and the common ground of 
comfort it seems to offer them. 'Silent' is called a subtle, 
unyielding protest which never fully expresses itself. Masks are 
used in this section. Evelyn Lohoefer's music employs a variety of

sounds of protest and behind them a lonely clarinet, interrupted 
by the pulse of an army drill. The piano takes over for an angry 
interlude and becomes a part of the forte of voices. 

"Zoo" * choreographed by GWU student James Bunting, is a parody 
on a dance studio situation and will be done in practice dress. 

"Shadows" choreographed by Nancy Johnson, will attempt to 
present an eerie mood, grotesque, yet lyric. 

"Checkers" with original music by Joe Clark and choreographed 
by Beverly Opper, an undergraduate major in dance at George 
Washington, has as its inspiration the apparent lack of direction 
and meaning in today's society. 

"Silence" with choreography by Maida Withers, Assistant 
Professor of Health, Physical Education, and Recreation for Women, 
is a sequence which is explained as hoping to capture some of the 
experiences of silence such as a feather falling - action but 
silence; certain barriers represented only through silence; and 
the illusion that silence creates, such as a person listening for 
a long time so that he creates his own sounds or hears sounds of 
a higher pitch usually lost to him. 

"Trio" with choreography by Sue Seidenbaum, an undergraduate 
major in dance, is intended to show the detachment yet inter¬ 
relationship of three bodies or entities evolved from pure movement. 

There will be two sequences entitled "Solo". The "Solo" 
choreographed by Nancy Tartt, graduate student in dance, is a 
study contrasting emotionalism and mechanization in two parts, 
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the first presenting a human, personal feeling, the second 
linear, done in straight planes. Miss Tartt hopes to find a 
compromise of the two at the end of the dance. The second "Solo" 
will be a pure movement dance, choreographed and danced by 
Lesley Vossen. 

The one recreated dance sequence in the program will be

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GW RECEIVES NASA GRANT 

TO FIND DOWN-TO-EARTH APPLICATION 

OF SPACE DEVICES 


The George Washington University has been awarded an $81,136 
contract by the National Aeronautics and Space Administration, 
for one year's experimental study in applying U.S. space technology 
to everyday usage. It is an extension of a continuing project 
at GW for NASA. 

NASA's previous explorations into this field of dual benefit 
include: an astronaut cardiac monitoring method enabling doctors 
to record electro-cardiograms of children exercising, and a 
satellite photography technique enhancing the clarity of medical 
X-rays. 

To implement their study, the George Washington University 
investigators on this contract will help NASA manage three 
Biomedical Application Teams throughout the U.S. These teams 
communicate directly with biomedical scientists in private and 
state research institutions who try to bring aerospace solutions 
down to earth. 

The comprehensive project is known as "Design and Management 
of Biomedical Applications Systems for NASA."

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DR. GORDON K. TEAL NAMED 
INVENTOR OF THE YEAR 

Dr. Gordon K. Teal, a pioneer in the transistor field and an 
internationally known expert in solid state electronics, has been 
named Inventor of the Year by George Washington University’s Patent, 
Trademark, and Copyright Research Institute. 

GWU President Dr. Lloyd H. Elliott will present the 1966 Inven¬ 
tor of the Year Award to Dr. Teal at a reception on April 20th in 
Lisner Lounge, downstairs in Lisner Auditorium, 20th and H Sts., N.W., 
at 4 p.m. 

Dr. Teal, Assistant Vice President-International Technical Dir¬ 
ector for Texas Instruments, Inc., is currently on leave for two-years 
service in Washington, D.C., as Director of the Institute for Mater¬ 
ials Research, National Bureau of Standards. 

It was at the Bell Telephone Laboratories in 1948 that Dr. Teal 
assisted in the birth of the transistor by preparing the first high 
purity, high perfection, single crystalline germanium for transistor 
use. This contribution is considered one of the most important pro¬ 
duced by semiconductor science. 
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Subsequently, in collaboration with Dr. William Shockley (Nobel 
Laureate) and Dr. Morgan Sparks, Dr. Teal developed the first junction 
transistor to which the semiconductor industry owes much of its growth. 
He is also the inventor of the grown junction single crystal tech¬ 
nique which is the basis to many of the advances in industrial, mili¬ 
tary, and space electronics. Both as a single and co-inventor, Dr. Tea 1 
has been issued 46 patents. He is also the author of numerous tech¬ 
nical papers. 

A native of Dallas, Tex., Dr. Teal received his A.B. from Baylor 
University in 1927, his M.Sc. and Ph.D. from Brown University in 1928 
and 1931, respectively. From 1932-35, he did research on heavy 
hydrogen and the Raman effect as a Research Associate at Columbia 
University with Dr. Harold C. Urey (Nobel Laureate in Chemistry). 

Dr. Teal spent 23 years with Bell Telephone Laboratories. He 
joined Texas Instruments as Assistant Vice President in 1953. Since 
then, he has built a strong research capability with the company cov¬ 
ering a broad spectrum of chemistry and physics, earth sciences, elec¬ 
tronic devices, metals, and energy conversion. 

He is recognized especially for his leadership in founding and 
building up the company's research laboratories and for their accomp¬ 
lishments under his direction. 

Perhaps the best known of these are the laboratory development 
in 1954 of the first commercial silicon transistor of major importance 
to military electronics and the development in 1957 of a chemical 
reduction process which enabled Texas Instruments to become the major 
supplier of ultra-high purity silicon to industry. 
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Dr. Teal is a member and official of many international, national, 
and regional professional societies. In recent years he has served 
as a Consultant to the Department of Defense. 

Dr. Teal was chosen for the Inventor of the Year Award by a 
board composed of the following members: The Honorable Edward J. 
Brenner, Commissioner of Patents; Dr. Leonard Carmichael, Vice Presi¬ 
dent for Research and Exploration, The National Geographic Society, 
former Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution; Dr. Michael Ference, 
Jr., Vice President for Research, Ford Motor Company; Dr. W.E. Hanford, 
Vice President for Research and Development, Olin Mathieson Chemical 
Corporation; Dr. Earl T. McBee, Head of the Department of Chemistry, 
Purdue University; Dr. Glenn A. Nesty, Vice President for Research 
and Development, Allied Chemical Corporation; and Dr. Max Tishler, 
President, Merck, Sharp and Dohme.
